against. Perhaps some who have not heard 
scripture and common sense, may hear the 
great, the good, and the venerated Dr.Beech¬ 
er.— Boston Recorder. 

The Doctor took the position, that God 
never instituted slavery, because it every, 
ichere counteracts the laws and institutions 
which he has unquestionably established.— 
1 nis was his Bible argument. 

God requires duty to be rendered first to 
himself. But slavery interferes with this 
obligation. The obligations which it impos¬ 
es, annul the supreme authority of God,over 
the slave. God has laid his broad requisition 
upon all his heart and soul, and mind and 
strength. Now this is exactly what slave 
laws prevent. 

God made the human intellect to rise and 
sxpand under the laws and influences of his 
government. Slavery prevents and counter¬ 
acts God’s laws and designs in this respect 
also. It crushes the intellect. It is its con¬ 
stant aim and effort to keep down the powers 
which were made to rise. The security of I 
this relation requires this. Can it be that God 
has authorized a relation that thus perpetual¬ 
ly conflicts with his own laws? 

The design and tendency of the gospel is to 
purify and exalt society. . Does the influence 
of slavery tend to accomplish this design?— 
Compare the morals and religion of the slave 
with those of the free ? Here the Doct. 
a striking contrast between the North 
and South, depicting the vices and crimes and 
and dearth of gospel institutions which are 
the concomitants of slavery. Besides,slavery 
raises a wall of adamant between the slave 
and the influence of the gospel. It is the n 

essary effect of the institution to shut out_ 

subjects from the light and influence and hopes 
of the blessed gospel. 

God instituted the marriage relation, to se¬ 
cure chastity, domestic affection, the care and 
education of children, &c. Here, again, 
slavery is at open war with the institutions of | 
God. The licentiousness that grows out of 
this relation, where the power of the master 
over the chastity of his slave has no limit, is 
notorious. He would not attempt to enumer¬ 
ate the statistics of pollution which are insep¬ 
arable always from such an unnatural consti¬ 
tution of society. 

Again, the Sabbath, he said, was a part of 
the organized administration of God, to 
bless mankind. Slavery tramples on this in¬ 
stitution. It recognizes no claim of God on 
the seventh part of the slave’s time, for his 
Maker’s service. The whole influence of I 
slavery is to break down the Sabbath and can¬ 
cel the influenece of the gospel. 

It is the object of the gospel to produce 
truth and honesty among men. Slavery 
tempts its subjects to steal, and then to lie, to 
conceal it. The propensity to steal among 
slaves, according to the testimony of their 
owners, is almost universal; and it is the leg¬ 
itimate effect of their condition. Aladycame 
to Litchfield, Conn., while he was there, 
with a slave, who, she said, “ was a good 
Christian, only she would lie and steal like a 
witch.” 

It is the design of God and his gospel, to 
produce peace on earth. But slavery pro¬ 
duces insecurity and war. Her footsteps 
everywhere are marked with blood. Egypt 
felt her insecurity while the Israelites were in 
bondage to her; and to protect herself against 
the danger of insurrection, murdered all their 
male infants. Greece suffered from the same 
cause. When Attilla approached the gates 
of Rome, 40,000 slaves joined his army. Such 
a population are a dangerous element in the 
bosom of any state. 

Slavery is constantly putting in jeopardy 
the peace of our own country, in more ways 
than one. It is a volcano in constant action, 
and liable to burst forth at any time into a 
tremendous eruption; in which, Jefferson 
says, God has no attribute which can take 
sides with us. 

Dr. B. read a glowing description of the 
evils of slavery, from Cassius M. Clay.

I was in Saginaw 
City from the afternoon of the 18th, to the 
morning of 21st Oct., and not a man there 
with whom I conversed, Whig or Democrat, 
then believed that Mr. B. had ever authoriz¬ 
ed Mr. Garland to make the statements con¬ 
tained in the above letter.” * * * “I had 
a conversation with Mr. Birney on the 30th 
of Sept., at Detroit, in which he gave the lie 
to every material part of the Garland letter 
now circulated,” 

As soon as I was made acquainted with this 
daring attempt to injure me and deceive my 
well meaning neighbors, I determined to reach 
home if possible before the election in 
State, and expose the unworthy device in 
presence of the people. A snow storm 
tained me at Buffalo three days, and I 
unable to reach Saginaw till the day after the 
election.

- He should have the intellectual ability 
to grapple successfully with the master spirits 
of Great Britain. He should carry with him 
a reputation for talents and moral purity 
which would give power, and force, and au¬ 
thority to all his arguments and facts. He 
should be a man of open, frank, candid heart 
—spurning and rebuking every thing like du¬ 
plicity insincerity, or hypocrisy. He should 
have the moral courage to stand in the face of 
all Europe, and vindicate his country against 
the libellous charges levelled at her reputa¬ 
tion in connection with the institution of sla¬ 
very. He should be capable of maintaining 
the American dectrines on this subject as set 
forth in our constitution, with so much power 
and success that Great Britain would find 
sympathy or countenance in her assaults up¬ 
on our Union from any respectable nation ■" 

Europe.

LETTER PROM MRS. TORREY.

Mr. T. Salisbury of Providence, R. I,, and 
published in the Boston Chronicle of March 
We have nothing at this time to offer 
readers which we think will be read by 
them with more interest. 

West Medway, Jan. 7, 1846. 

Mr. T. Salisbury: Sir—Permit me, through 
you, to acknowledge the receipt of thirty*six 
dollars from friends in Providence, and also 
to express my gratitude to them for such a 
substantial manifestation of sympathy in this 
hour of trial. There are many reasons why 
this token of remembrance is peculiarly 
grateful. You will remember the time of my 
first acquaintance with you. It was in my 
bridal days, when I came to reside among 
you. In the commencement of my career, I 
looked forward to the honors and pleasures 
of this life, rather differently from Solomon, 
who, in his retrospective view, pronounced 
them all “vanity and vexation of spirit.” I 
had professed to renounce them, and now 
think I was not mistaken, hut I did not then 
know what it was that I had renounced.— 
There was a silken charm thrown around the 
prospects of life, and it required the eye of 
faith to see, in the renunciation of all earthly 
good, our greatest happiness.

God has in many ways afflicted me since 1 
left your city, though I would hope in love; 
but never before have I been the pensiorer of 
your bounty.

Yes—ask those who have 
boasted of their gallantry, why they have de¬ 
prived me of the husband of my youth, and 
rny children of their father’s protection and 
support? And listen to their reply. They 
will tell you: “We regret her fate, but our 
laws must be sustained.”
